1938 INA Medal: The first meeting of the INA was held on June 19, 
1938 in lowa City. obverse reverse 


1946 ANA Medal: On August 17th through the 21st 1946 the INA and 
ANA held a joint show in Davenport, lowa in honor of the lowa State 
Centennial. 

The INA seal appears on the obverse. The designers were Marjorie 
Ankeny and William M. Baker. Their initials appear at the lower left and 
right of the ear of corn. The reverse was designed by Alphonse A. Kolb. 
The medals were manufactured by J. Henri Ripstra, Chicago, IL.
